nicking facilities, 

Wind Creek’s 1250 
campsites and more than 
500 barbecue pits are lo- 
cated near Alexander City. 
Several miles of white 
Sandy beaches border the 
50,000 acre lake, 

Lake Martin, largest 
artificial lake in the world 
when built, is still big on 
water recreation, It’s 760~ 
mile shoreline is flanked by 
towering pines and oc- 
casional outcroppings of 
huge rocks.

Says Bread, Flour, 


Enrichment Plays Vital Role in Diet 


New York, N. Y. The en- 
richment of bread and flour 
with vitamins and iron, which 
formally started in this coun- 
try 25 years ago next month, 
is regarded by many as one of 
the major public health 
achievements of recent times, 
the Nutrition Foundation re- 
ports, 

In these twenty-five years, 
the vitamin deficiency diseases 
which crippled and killed many 
Americans before 1941 have 
virtually disappeared. Rising 
standards of living, better edu. 
cation, and wider availability 
of wholesome foods have 
played a part in eliminating 
the vitamin deficiency, par. 
ticularly beriberi and -pellagra, 
Which plagued the nation be- 
fore World War Il, Enrich- 
ment of bread and flour are 
credited by many as a major 
factor in this remarkable 
achievement, 

Thirty years ago, studies re- 
vealed that the American peo- 
ple were in shocking nutrition- 
al condition. It was found that 
more than one third of the 
population had poor diets. The 
most serious nutritional prob- 
lems were due to shortages of 
the B vitamins, thiamine, nia- 
cin, and riboflavin, and short- 
ages of iron. 

These vitamins and iron 
(which is necessary to prevent 
one type of anemia) are pres- 
ent in the original wheat from 
Which flour is made, The mill- 
ing process necessary to pro- 
duce the flour from which 
white bread is made removes 
most of the three B vitamins 
and iron along with the bran— 
the dark outer covering of the 
Wheat berry, 

People in this country pre- 
fer white bread to dark bread 
—now as they did a quarter 
of a century ago. Then they 
were not getting in bread 
enough B vitamins and iron.

The farm export market 
in the U.S, for the fiscal 
year 1964 totaled $6.) bil- 
lion, a record high and the 
equivalent of one-sixth 
of all cash receipts from 
marketings. 
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This was coupled with the fact 
that many people also lacked 
the leafy vegetables and meat 
that might have provided a 
properly balanced diet. 

A number of medical and 
scientifie organizations and 
agencies, private and federal, 
Were responsible for the ma- 
jor effort necessary to gain ac- 
ceptance of the addition of B 
vitamins and iron to white 
bread and flour, Flour millers 
and bakers were active, also. 

Bread and flour enrichment 
could not be accomplished at 
all until drug companies were 
able to manufacture the essen- 
tial vitamins in large quanti- 
ties at low cost, 

All the elements—the scien- 
tific knowledge, the industrial 
know-how—were favorable for 
the introduction of vitamin 
and iron enrichment of bread 
and flour shortly after the 
start of World War II, During 
the war, War Order Number 
One established enrichment, 
Now most states have laws 
regulating it. 

The original decision to 
push for bread enrichment was 
based on practical considera- 
tions. People preferred white 
bread. It was an inexpensive 
element of médst diets. The 
vitamins and iron were put in- 
to bread and flour because 
they would there do the most 
good for the most people. 

Today in this country, en- 
richment has succeeded so well 
that medical students have 
difficulty finding cases of: the 
dread B vitamin deficiency that 
killed and crippled so many a 
few years ago. 

Other countries are turning 
to enrichment. Cereal foods 
other than wheat flour and 
bread are being enriched. As 
scientific information war- 
rants, enrichment programs 
may change in the future with 
new nutrients being added to 
widely-used foods.

Strikes vs Public Safety 


N the case of steel and alumi- 

num, when industry even 
slightly exceeded the President's 
guidelines, the 
crackdown was 
immediate and 
severe, But the 
transit strike, 
with its com- 
plete and over- 
whelming disre- 
gard of the 
guidelines, 
brought only the 
mildest com- 
ment from the 
White House, 
There is no 
Dr. Kershner doubt that the 
settlement package of the transit 
workers of New York is very 
inflationary, and will set a new 
pattern for wage negotiations 
throughout the country. It is an- 
other long stride in the direction 
of speeding up the rate of infla- 
tion taking place in our country. 

Forty-seven years ago Calvin 
Coolidge took the brave and cor- 
rect stand that later made him 
President of the United States 
when he said in the case of the 
police strike in Boston, “There 
is no right to strike against the 
public safety by anybody, any- 
where, anytime.” Coolidge or- 
dered out the State Guard to 
keep order and immediately 
started recruiting a new police 
force. The striking policemen 
were not reinstated. Coolidge had 
no law to buttress his position, 
but he announced a profound 
truth and the people responded 
almost unanimously. It would 
have been less difficult for Mayor 
Lindsay to have recruited a new 
force of transit workers, for he 
had the backing of the law. 

The Mayor missed one of the 
greatest opportunities that has 
ever come to any politician, to 
make a bold stroke that would 
immediately have given him na- 
tional stature and would have 
stopped the trend toward govern- 
ment by threat and coercion, 

In our type of society it is in- 
tolerable for any group perform- 
ing an essential service for the 
public to be permitted to enforce 
their demands by threat of the 
discontinuance of an essential 
service. Suppose the milk deliv- 
erers allowed babies to die for 
want of milk, or the doctors and 
hospital attendants refused to 
care for the aged and the ill? 
Transport workers, food hand- 
lers and public utility employees 
also fall within this category. 
No citizen or group of citizens 
should be allowed to put a gun 
to the heads of the people and 
demand a certain sum of money 
as the price for allowing the pub- 
lic to live. That’s what happened 
in numerous instances, and if

Old Age Pensioners In 
Alabama To Get State 


Help On Medicare 


Alabama’s old age pen- 
Sioners will not have to 
pay the $40 deductible re- 
quired under the new Fed- 
eral Medical Care Pro- 
gram (Title XVIII of the 
Social Security Act, Part 
A) nor certain other costs 
required of individual 
beneficiaries, Further, the 
pensioners will each re- 
ceive a $3 increase inpay- 
ments to cover the cost 
of the voluntary insurance 
for which they signed up 
at the rate of $3 a month 
under Part B of Title XVIII, 


Effective July 1, 1966, 
therefore, instead of con- 
tinuing the present pro- 
gram of hospitalization and 
physicians’ service pro- 
vided for old age pen- 
sioners and persons eli- 
gible for Medical Assis- 
tance to the Aged, the De- 
partment will pay certain 
deductibles for old age pen- 
sioners and miedical assis- 
tance to the aged recipients 
who qualify under Part A 
|Title XVIII of the Social 
Security Act. These deduc- 
tibles are: (1) $40 for the 
first 60 days of hospital- 
ization in each spell of 
illness; (2) three pints of 
whole blood; and (3) $20 
plus 20 percent of the re- 
mainder for out-patient di- 


agnostic service in the 
same hospital during a 20- 
day period.

‘*health needs” and
